Frederick “Fred” Drummond, the patriarch of the Drummond family in 
Osage County, Oklahoma, was born in Ardrossan, Ayr County, Scotland 
on May 2, 1864, a son of Alexander and Henrietta Henry Drummond. He 
became the father of six children, all born to Adeline “Addie”’ Gentner, his 
wife of approximately 22 years. Addie was born October 9, 1870, in Len- 
exa, Johnson County, Kansas, a daughter of Charles Frederick and Blanka 
“Blanche” Leonhardt Gentner. Fred and Addie were my great grandparents, 
the parents of my mother’s father, Roy Cecil Drummond. My cousin John 
Roy Drummond, in his 1981 book entitled “The Drummond Family His- 
tory,” provided much of the information included here. Additional informa- 
tion has been obtained from his daughter Tracy Peterson and from my first 
cousin Chuck Drummond. My great uncle Alfred Alexander (Jack) Drum- 
mond has also supplied information through his audio tapes, transcripts, and 
other materials located in the Max Chambers Library at the University of

Central Oklahoma in Edmond, Oklahoma. Also, his book “Ranching From 
the Front Seat of a Buick: The Life of Oklahoma’s A. A. ‘Jack’ Drum- 
mond,” written by Terry Hammons and published by the Oklahoma Histor1- 
cal Society in 1982, is a valuable source of Drummond family history. It is 
not my intention to repeat all of the information provided in the references 
cited above. Instead, this brief article is intended to supplement and expand 
family and family-related events of special interest.

Even though Fred was born in Ardrossan, the Drummond family actually 
lived in Glasgow at the time. His siblings were born in Glasgow. The dis- 
tance between the two is not large and the reason for his birth in Ayr County 
itis not known. The 1871 Scotland census lists a 6 year old Frederick living 
in Glasgow with his parents and siblings. 


On July 19, 1880, Fred’s father, Alexander, died at the age of 68, shortly 
after Fred’s sixteenth birthday. His mother, Henrietta, was only 47 at the 
time. In the following year, at the time of the 1881 Scotland census, the six- 
teen year old Fred Drummond was documented as living with Robert and 
Isabella Pearson in Cathcart. Also living in the Pearson household was his 
sister Ellen (listed as Helen) and his sister Isabella Drummond McKinnon 
along with her children. In the 1881 Scotland census, Fred’s mother Henri- 
etta was registered separately living with his brother George and George’s 
family along with his brother Charles. 


Fred is noted as being an Apprentice Draper (retailer or wholesaler of cloth) 
in the 1881 Scotland census and it was probably upon reaching the age of 
sixteen in 1880 that he began working at the firm of John Clapperton & Co. 


in Glasgow. It appears that by early 1884, Fred had decided to move to the 
United States of America. He secured two letters of recommendation from 
individuals at Clappertons dated February 29, 1884, and two more dated 
in May of that year. One of the May, 1884 letters mentions that Fred had 
been with the firm for four years so the 1880 start date seems probable. In 
any case, he appears to have obtained valuable trade experience that would 
serve him well in the United States of America. 


While the year that Fred Drummond came to the United States of America 
is likely to have been 1884, this date is confused by conflicting statements 
and lack of evidence in the way of supporting documentation. An early 
biographical sketch in the 1906 publication entitled “History of the Osage 
Nation” by Philip Dickerson, page 112, says that Fred came to the USA at 
the age of 18. The same is stated in a brief biography in the June 8, 1911, 
edition of The Hominy Herald and again in a more extensive biography 
published in Volume 5 of “A Standard History of Oklahoma” by Joseph B. 
Thoburn, page 1928. That would have placed an 18 year old Fred Drum- 
mond here in 1882, a date that seems too early in light of the statement in 
one letter of reference written in May of 1884 that Fred had been with Clap- 
perton & Co. for four years. 


United States Census records sometimes provide accurate information re- 
garding immigration. However, the two years in which Fred Drummond 
participated provide conflicting data. In the 1900 and in the 1910 United 
States Census records, he is listed as having immigrated in 1888 and 1885, 
respectively. Available evidence suggests that neither of these years can be 
correct. Rather, Fred Drummond’s obituary in the Hominy News-Repub- 
lican, August 28, 1913, states that he came to the United States of America 
at the age of 20, 7. e., 1884. It 1s this date that seems most probable as the 
year of Fred’s arrival to stay in the USA. Earlier dates could refer to visits 
he made prior to settling in New York. 


According to JRD, Fred Drummond’s 1884 trip from Scotland to the United 
States of America was with his brothers George and Charles. It is said that 
their mother Henrietta gave the brothers half of her holdings, about $3,000. 
George eventually settled in Rhode Island and Charles returned to Scotland 
to live. 


George may have come to the USA in 1884 or earlier with Fred and Charles, 
but he must have returned to Scotland at least once and then traveled back to 
the USA. He and his family are listed as passengers on the SS Prussian that 
arrived from Glasgow in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, on August 5, 1885. 
That list indicates that George was a teacher and that he and the other mem- 
bers of his family had previously been in the USA. 


NEW YORK AND LAURA RAYMOND SMITH 


The initial destination of the Drummond brothers in the USA appears to 
have been New York, specifically Rockland County, just west of the Hudson 
River, across from White Plains. Orangetown in particular was where some

of their family and acquaintances were living at the time. 


Anna Henry Smith was their mother’s younger sister She and her mother 
Isabella Henry, the Drummond brothers’ maternal grandmother, had moved 
to New York in the early 1860s not long after the death of Anna’s father 
George in 1861. Anna’s brother Ronald was already in the USA at that 
time, having immigrated in 1851. Anna and her mother are listed in the 
1865 census of New York. Anna had married a member of the Smith fam- 
ily and is therefore listed with the Smith surname. When the Drummond

brothers arrived, Ronald was living in Michigan and their grandmother, Isa- 
bella Henry, had died. Her death was on December 9, 1881. It is not clear 
how Anna’s husband was related to the Smith family living near them in 
Orangetown, New York at the time of the 1865 New York census. 


It appears possible that through the connection between the Henry and Smith 
families living near one another in New York that Fred Drummond met 
Laura Raymond Smith. When or where they met originally is not known 
but on December 10, 1884, they were married in Manhattan, New York. 
The following is the record of their marriage:

Fred was actually only 20 at the time of his marriage to Laura R. Smith in 
New York. Although the exact date of her birth is not known with certainty, 
her age of 22 listed on this marriage record is consistent with census re- 
cords..

According to census records, Laura Raymond Smith was born in New Jer- 
sey in February of 1862. She was the oldest of three daughters and two 
sons of Henry Hoyt Raymond Smith and Mary Alice Husted. Laura lived 
most of her early life in Orangeburg, Rockland County, New York. Her 
father died in New York City on July 14, 1898, and she moved with her

mother and two sisters to New 
Jersey sometime between 1910 
and 1915. They first located at 
Caldwell, Essex County, New 
Jersey, about 30 miles south- 
west of Orangeburg. At some 
point between collection of the 
1920 and the 1930 United States 
census records, they had moved 
again to Ocean Grove, Neptune 
Township, Monmouth County, 
New Jersey, about 55 miles south 
and east of Caldwell. Her mother 
died in Ocean Grove on January 
12, 1930, and Laura continued 
to live with her two sisters un- 
til her death at the same location 
on March 10, 1950. Laura ap- 
pears to have never remarried or 
to have had any children and she 
bequeathed her entire estate to 
her surviving sisters, Marion Es- 
tell and Vallette DeLong Smith. 
Neither of her sisters appear to 
have married or had children ei- 
ther. 


The marriage between Fred 
Drummond and Laura R. Smith 
appears to have been friendly 
but tenuous.

separation and divorce have not been found but it is clear that they did not 
remain together for an extended period of time. Nevertheless, Fred appears 
to have continued to communicate with Laura after he was married to Addie 
Gentner. Fred took out a subscription to the Osage Journal of Pawhuska, 
Osage County, Oklahoma Territory, for Laura in 1905, after he had moved 
his family to the town of Hominy in Osage County. There is no mention of 
Laura in any of Fred’s biographies or obituaries.

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After arriving in New York in 1884, Fred found work in a general store and 
post office in Tappan Town, a hamlet 12 miles northwest of New York City. 
While the exact dates of his employment there are not known, Fred was 
given a nice letter of recommendation by his employer, Salinus Conklin of 
Tappan Town, dated October 20, 1884. Therefore, it seems that, after only a 
presumed brief time with Conklin, he decided to go elsewhere. His precise 
movements after that are not known but his marriage in December of 1884 
may have been visible on the horizon at the time.

BEYOND NEW YORK 


Fred Drummond’s activities and whereabouts in the years immediately 
following his departure from New York have become part of family lore, 
but lack firm documentation. Biographical references cited above as well 
as the 1978 publication entitled “Osage County Profiles” by the Osage 
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Mr. Fred Drummond, whose large, beautiful home appears in this cut, 
is a native of Glasgow, Scotland, but came to New York when a boy of 
18 years. From there came west to St. Louis, where he was first engaged 
in the mercantile business, dry goods, for two years. Then he came to 
the Osage and settled in Pawhuska, where he clerked for Jno. R. Skinner, 
Indian trader. He continued with that company till he went into business 
under the firm name of “R. EH. Bird & Co.,’’ in the present Osage Mercan- 
tile Co.7s., building where he remained in business as a partner till 1905,

County Historical Society provide similar, but slightly varied, anecdotes. 


Fred’s 1916 biography, published in Volume 5 of Thoburn’s Standard His- 
tory of Oklahoma, was perhaps written by his widow, Addie Gentner Drum- 
mond, in concert with one or more of his surviving sons. It provides some 
account of Fred’s activities after New York, but, without giving a definitive 
timeline, it simply states that he: 


came to New York City and spent one year in business 
experience there, and then moved to Texas and for a 
year and a half tried ranching. He found that his early 
experiences in Scotland and New York had hardly pre- 
pared him for this industry, and he returned to St. Louis 
and took a position with a‘wholesale dry. goods house. 
It was through his connection with this house that he 
finally came into the Osage Nation. John R. Skinner 
was for many years one of the big traders in the Osage 
country, and while in St. Louis on a buying trip induced 
Mr. Drummond to come out to the Osage country. Mr. 
Drummond was then twenty-two years of age, and 
arriving at Pawhuska found employment with Mr. Skin- 
ner and later with Emory Gibson, and finally became 
associated with R. E. Bird & Company in merchandising, 
being identified with some of the oldest Osage traders.

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In his 1981 publication, “The Drummond Family History,’ JRD states on 
page 15 that Fred and his brother George were wiped out by a drought in 
Texas after they rounded up a herd of cattle to drive east. Then, it is stated, 
he and George had a “falling out” over a horse and that Fred went to St. 
Louis in 1886 to work at Rice-Stix, a wholesale dry goods house. JRD 
further asserts that Fred moved to Pawhuska 1n 1887 to work in the Osage 
Mercantile Company. Even though the basic framework of these events is 
probably correct, verifying documentation has not been found. 


It is clear, however, that Fred was in New York in 1884, at least up to the 
time of his marriage 1n December of that year. Furthermore, he worked 
eventually in St. Louis before locating in the Osage Nation. His work in St. 
Louis may have been with Rice-Stix as suggested above, but he was also 
employed there by the importing and retailing firm of Penny & Gentles. A 
letter of recommendation from them, dated November 20, 1889, indicates 
that he had worked there for “some months.” It is unknown when this letter 
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Letter of recommendation for Fred Drummond regarding his work at 
Penny & Gentles, St. Louis, Missouri, dated November 20, 1889. 
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was requested. According to all available sources, Fred was in the Osage 
Nation by that date so he may have been anticipating a change of employ- 
ment in requesting such a letter in late 1889. The opening of the unassigned 
lands and the Oklahoma land run on April 22, 1889, may have given Fred 
motivation to look for other opportunities. 


If, according to some sources, Fred was ever in the cattle business in Texas 
with his brother George then it must have been for a very short period of 
time in the mid-1880s. George’s trip from Scotland to Philadelphia with his 
family in August of 1885 may have been his return to the USA after having 
established the cattle business in Texas. His findagrave.com memorial, # 
15811188, states that he “had a ranch in Seguin Texas for three years” be- 
fore moving to Rhode Island where he “opened a pharmacy.” The precise 
dates are not provided. Fred may have been with George in Texas until 
their quarrel, after which he moved to St. Louis. There is no indication that 
Laura was with Fred during this period of time. In any case, the year would 
likely have been 1885 or 1886. 


If Fred moved to the Osage Nation in 1887 then it 1s reasonable to ques- 
tion his locations. A brief biographi-

cal sketch of Fred written during his 
run for Osage County Commissioner 
in 1910 says that his first stop in the 
Osage Nation was in Hominy working 
for the firm of Skinner & Bird. Further- 
more, one of Fred’s sons, Roy Cecil, is 
quoted as saying in the 1978 publica- 
tion entitled “Reflections of Early Day 
Hominy,” edited by David R. Million 
that “Dad had come to Hominy from 
St. Louis in 1887. He was sent here by 
a company that employed him because 
they had a lot of business with Indians 
at the Hominy Trading Post. Later he 
moved to Pawhuska.” 


The role of John R. Skinner in recruit- 
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ing Fred to the Osage Nation 1s stated consistently in Fred’s biographies 
and obituaries. It apparently was Skinner, an established Osage trader, who 
spoke with Fred in St. Louis and encouraged him to move to the Osage 
country. Fred’s strong Scottish brogue would have certainly been a novelty 
as well as an attraction to the Osages, whose language he apparently mas- 
tered eventually. According to Paul McGuire in an article published in the 
Pawhuska Daily Journal-Capital on June 21, 1956, Fred told Skinner that he 
would learn the Osage language and Skinner told him that “it would be well 
to learn to speak English first so thick was his brogue.” 


The attraction for Fred may have been the potential for advancement and/ 
or the foreseen opportunity to become proprietor of his own establishment. 
The year 1887 marked the beginning of severalty (individual right to pos- 
session or ownership) for the so-called “Five Tribes” in the passing of the 
Dawes Severalty Act. Even though allotment of Osage lands was not in- 
cluded, the promise of future legislation regarding severalty in the Osage 
Nation was on the minds of interested individuals. This meant that tribal 
lands could become available to non-tribal members and Fred, as a recent 
immigrant, could have been eager to become a land owner in the United 
States of America. 


By 1887, the land of the Osage Nation had been encroached upon many 
times. Members of the Osage Nation previously had been forced out of 
their land in southern Kansas and moved onto land they were made to pur- 
chase from the Cherokee Nation. During that move, the Osage Agency was 
established at the site of current day Pawhuska in 1872. The name Pawhus- 
ka replaced the name Osage Agency in 1876. Hominy was settled south of 
Pawhuska and Gray Horse west of that. These three locations were initially 
the primary sites for establishment of merchandise stores by licensed Osage 
traders. Other sites such as Fairfax and Barnsdall (originally Bigheart) were 
added later in time. 


Even though Fred may have begun employment with Skinner in the Osage 
Nation, their association was short-lived. In early 1889, Skinner sold his 
business to James Judson Barndollar and Jacob Hiler Bartles. Not long af- 
terwards, they took on Allen Hiatt Gibson as a partner and the firm became 
known as Barndollar, Bartles & Gibson. It is perhaps because Fred thought

Bartles, of Bartlesville, I. T. and A. H. Gibson, 
of Salem, Iowa, have formed a partnership for 
the purpose of running a general store at the 
Osage Agency, inthe Indian Territory. The 
firm is a strong one financially and has both 
the experience and talent necessary to con- 
duct the large business they will have, with 
profit to both themselves and their customers. 
They have been granted a license as United 
States Indian Traders by the department. Mr. 
Barndollar, the senior member of the firm, 
has been fora number of years in business 
here and enjoys the respect, confidence and 
friendship of all with whom he has been 
brought into contact. He and his wife will 
make their home at the Agency. 


We understand that J. J. Barndol- 
lar and wife will make their home at 
Osage Agency, I. T., where Mr. B. 
will engage in business, he having 
secured a license as Indian Trader. 
He has associated with him in the 
business, Messers J. H. Bartles, of 
Bartlesville and A. H. Gibson of Sa- 
lem, Iowa. The firm is financially 
strong and will carry a large stock 
for the benefit of their trade.

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he needed additional letters of 
reference in seeking new em- 
ployment that he sought the pre- 
viously mentioned letter in 1889 
from Penny & Gentles. How- 
ever, Fred was retained by the 
new firm of Barndollar, Bartles 
& Gibson and perhaps moved 
from Hominy to Pawhuska at 
that time. 


Of the three named partners, 
Barndollar and Bartles had been 
trading in or near the Indian 
Territory for several years be- 
forehand. Both were veterans 
of the American Civil War; had 
connections with Coffeyville, 
Montgomery County, Kansas; 
and were married to descen- 
dants of Charles Journeycake, 
a former chief of the Delaware 
Nation. Barndollar had recently 
married, in December of 1888, 
a stepdaughter of his partner Ja- 
cob Hiler Bartles in Bartlesville, 
a town in the Cherokee Nation 
named after Bartles. Bartles 
had earlier married a daughter of 
Journeycake, Nannie, after her 
first husband and the father of 
Barndollar’s bride, Lucius Bolles 
Pratt, died. Gibson was a son of 
Isaac T. Gibson, United States 
Indian Agent, who was with the 
Osage Nation from 1869 to 1876 
so he had spent much of his ear- 


ly life at the Osage Agencies. Gibson subsequently married another step- 
daughter of Bartles and, as a widower, eventually the widow of Barndollar. 
Two other traders in the Cherokee Nation, Francis Alexander Neilson (my 
third cousin three times removed) and John Edwards Campbell, were also 
married to Journeycake descendants so the family connections within the 
Indian trade were extensive. 


Even though Skinner sold his business at both Pawhuska and Hominy in 
1889, he was said to have remained an unnamed partner in the firm for some 
time after that. Skinner was expelled from the Osage Nation six years later 
after a dispute with Agent Freeman. He then moved across the Arkansas 
River into what would become Pawnee County and founded the town of 
Blackburn. 


Connections between the Osage Nation, the Indian traders, and Coffeyville 
were also quite strong and extensive. Coffeyville, founded in 1868 and 
named after James Asbury Coffey, was located within Montgomery Coun- 
ty which was populated by the Osage Nation before they were forced out 
by white settlers. The town was the main source of supply for the new 
Osage Agency after their move to current day Osage County, Oklahoma. 
Furthermore, many of the traders at the Osage Agency-including Coffey, 
Skinner, Bartles, and Barndol-

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and Osage trade while at the same time enduring agency rules and intimida- 
tion. 


By the mid-1880s a license to trade in the Osage Nation had become the 
most lucrative of all traderships in the Indian Territory. Consequently, it 
was subject to substantial political favoritism and corruption. In 1885, Gro- 
ver Cleveland became the first member of the Democrat party to be elected 
to the presidency during a period of Republican domination that started 
with the election of Abraham Lincoln in 1860. Accordingly, most of the 
traders in the Indian Territory were said to be Republicans regardless of 
their actual political sympathies. Profit in an underdeveloped part of the 
country such as the Osage Nation was much more desirable than remaining 
loyal to a political party. 


A United States Senate Select Committee on Indian Traders held hearings 
at Arkansas City, Bexar County, Kansas, in May of 1887 regarding the trad- 
ership patronage in the Osage Nation. At the time there were four trader 
licenses located at the Agency (Pawhuska), one at Gray Horse, and one at 
Hominy Creek. The Republican majority of the Committee concluded that 
the trader at Gray Horse, Harris Parke Branham, had received preferential 
treatment from the Secretary of the Interior, Lucius Quintus Cincinnatus 
Lamar. Branham had previously been a partner of Lamar’s in a Mississippi 
law firm and was a nephew of Lamar’s first wife. He received a license for 
two stores because of his connection to Lamar, one at the Osage Agency in 
Pawhuska and the other at Gray Horse (Report 2707 In the Senate of the 
United States, 50th Congress, 2nd Session). 


At the time, the controversies regarding Indian traderships generally and 
Osage traderships specifically were reported widely, Several newspapers 
of the day regularly carried articles reporting results of the Senate hearings 
so it is likely that Fred Drummond had extensive knowledge of the ongoing 
quagmire of corruption and suspicion. 


In 1887, the only tradership located at Hominy was that of Hale and Phil- 
lips. It 1s very possible that Skinner was a partner and that Fred considered 
himself to be an employee, or maybe even a partner, of Skinner in the Hale 
and Phillips store. Skinner testified before the Senate Select Committee on 
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Peed on the I 900 United States Census for Paint Okla- 
homa Territory, showing the Fred Drummond family living next to 
the John Soderstrom family. Laura Soderstrom was a daughter of 


James Asbury Coffey of Coffeyville. 


Indian Traders in May of 1887 that he had given a clerk partnership status. 
Whether that clerk was Fred Drummond or whether Skinner later afforded 
Fred the same agreement 1s not known. 


ADDIE GENTNER AND LIFE IN PAWHUSKA 


It was perhaps inevitable that Fred Drummond and Addie Gentner would 
meet since both were members of historically connected societies, namely 
the white settlers of Montgomery County, Kansas, and the traders of the 
Osage Nation. The precise date and circumstances of their meeting are 
unknown but they may have met one another shortly after Fred moved to 
the Osage Nation. 


Addie’s paternal grandparents were immigrants from The Kingdom of 
Wurttemberg (in southwest Germany), settling in Philadelphia, Pennsylva- 
nia, on July 12, 1833. Gottlieb Heinrich (Henry) Gentner and Christina 
Catharina Oelschlaeger were married in Philadelphia on November 7, 1837. 
Henry and Christina’s father, Daniel, were members of the German Settle- 
ment Society of Philadelphia which was formed in that city on August 27, 
1836, for the purpose of establishing a German colony in the United States 
of America. By the time of their marriage, a suitable site had been found by 
the society and the Gentners, as well as the Oelschlaegers, were among

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the first settlers in the new German-centered colony of Hermann, Gascon- 
ade County, Missouri. They arrived in Hermann on December 6, 1837, 
only one month after their wedding. All of their children were born in 
Gasconade County. The German language was spoken by all and the early 
Hermann newspapers were printed in German. More detailed information 
about the settlement can be found in the book published by the Americana 
Germanica Press of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania in 1907 by William G. Bek 
entitled “The German Settlement Society of Philadelphia and Its Colony 
Hermann, Missouri.” 
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Addie’s parents, Charles Frederick (Fred) Gentner and Blanka (Blanche) 
Leonhardt, were married on September 22, 1867, in Washington, Franklin 
County, Missouri, located just east of Hermann closer to St. Louis. Their 
first child, Emilie (Lillie), was born on August 13, 1868, in Fulton, Calla- 
way County, Missouri, located about 40 miles northwest of Hermann. Ful- 
ton was where Blanche’s half-sister Augusta Leonhardt Ruhle lived with 
her husband Louis and family and it appears to have been a stop along 
their way to Kansas. The Ruhles later joined the Gentners in Montgomery 
County, Kansas. Similarly, they were joined there by Fred’s sister Emma 
and her husband Paul Schuetz in the early 1870s. 


Fred, Blanche, and Lillie were enumerated in the 1870 United States census, 
taken on July 26, 1870, living at Shawnee Township (Olathe postoffice), 
Johnson County, Kansas. Addie was born soon thereafter in Lenexa. This 
date coincides with the time during which the Osage tribe was preparing to 
move out of their lands in Kansas and into their new home to the south in 
Indian Territory.

Note from The Coffeyville Weekly Journal, December 13, 1888, indicating 


that Blanche Gentner subscribed to the paper for her daughter Addie, liv- 
ing at the time at the Osage Agency, more commonly called Pawhuska. 


The town of Lenexa, Kansas, was founded in 1869 and the Gentners-Fred, 
Blanche, and Lillie-were among its first inhabitants. Fred had formed a 
partnership with James Rush to establish the first mercantile store in a new 
building in town. Rush and his wife Charlotte may have accompanied the 
Gentners from Hermann to Lenexa since they had been recently married in 
Hermann. The firm of Rush & Gentner was not long lived since Fred was 
likely lured south by the availability of cheap land that had been forcibly va- 
cated by the Osage tribe. Consequently, he and his family made a move and 
James Rush continued the business in Lenexa for another ten years or so. 


Sometime before 1874, the Gentners had settled in their new home on a 
farm in south Kansas where their son Edward was born on March 9 of that 
year. Addie was about 3 years old when they made the move from Johnson 
County to Montgomery County and settled in a place called Parker located 
about two and a half miles southwest of Coffeyville. 


Charles Frederick Gentner died prematurely on January 31, 1888, at the age 
of 44. His widow, Blanche, was left with a farm and seven children to at- 
tend. She was no doubt hoping to be helped by her older daughters, Lillie 
and Addie, who at the time were ages 19 and 17, respectively. Katherine 
(Kate) was the next oldest at age 12. Then there were Henry, Charles, Allie, 
and Will, the youngest of the family. 


Blanche did not have the help of her older daughters for long after Fred’s 


death. Lillie married Ira John Sturtevant on November 20, 1888, and Addie 
moved to the Osage Agency where she was residing in December of 1888.

With whom Addie was living in 1888 in Pawhuska is not known but it is 
likely that she moved there to live with friends from Coffeyville. It 1s pos- 
sible that this 1s the time during which she actually met Fred Drummond.

In any case, Addie appears to have been ready to move on at that point in 
time. She had no doubt heard her cousins Clara and Amelia Ruhle talk fa- 
vorably about their experiences in Pawhuska and that was probably enough 
for Addie to want to see for herself. Also, regardless of how Addie thought 
of her home life, her mother was experiencing troubles of her own in the 
late 1880s and early 1890s. Less that two years after Fred Gentner’s death, 
on December 4, 1889, Blanche Gentner married Joseph Franklin Savage in 
Independence, Kansas. It was later revealed, during a contentious divorce, 
that he did not have the best of intentions. Their divorce was granted in 
1893 and Blanche was awarded $1000 alimony. 


Considering the relative timetable of Addie’s relationship with Fred Drum- 
mond, she may have been the person referred to as Mrs. Fred Drummond

Coincidentally, Fred became a naturalized citizen of The United States of 
America on July 10, 1891. Therefore, it seems that Fred was intent upon 
legalizing his relationships with Addie Gentner and with the USA in the ap- 
proximate same time frame. In any case, the few weeks to months of their 
lives between 1888 and 1891 were probably fast-paced until their relation- 
ship became somewhat normalized and the couple settled down to live and 
to support a family in Pawhuska.

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and Addie, was followed by Roy Cecil (September 3, 1892-April 22, 1981); 
Frederick Gentner (January 3, 1895-December 4, 1958); and Alfred Al- 
exander (December 2, 1896-September 26, 1989); all born in Pawhuska. 
Children born to the couple after they moved from Pawhuska to Hominy in 
1904 were Conrad Hubert (May 14, 1909-March 1, 1910) and Lois Hope 
(May 21, 1911-October 13, 1917). The males were often referred to by 
their initials, R. C. (Cecil), F. G. (Gentner), and A. A. (Jack). 


After their marriage, Fred continued to be employed at Barndollar, Bartles, 
and Gibson in Pawhuska. However, several events beginning in 1895 re- 
sulted in substantial changes for Fred. Controversy in the Osage Nation be- 
tween full-blood and mixed-blood members was elevated as a result of the 
work of the Dawes Commission to allot land of the so-called five civilized 
tribes, namely Cherokee, Choctaw, Chickasaw, Creek, and Seminole. The 
full-blood Osages were adamantly opposed while the mixed-breed members 
of the tribe were favorable to allotment for them. The recently appointed 
Osage Agent, Henry Blanchard Freeman, firmly supported the full-bloods 
to the extreme extent of forcibly removing obstacles to his authority from 
the Osage Nation. Those in opposition to Freeman and required by him to 
leave the Nation included editors of The Wah-shah-she News and the trader 
John R. Skinner. The threat to others who favored allotment and who spoke 
out on the side of the mixed-breed Osages, including Fred Drummond, was 
clear. 


The danger to Fred’s employer Barndollar, Bartles, & Gibson became pub-

lic in the fall of 1895 when its license to trade in the Osage Nation expired 
and was not immediately renewed. Earlier in the year, the mercantile es- 
tablishment of F. A. Neilson at Claremore had failed, the mortgage being 
held by Barndollar and Bartles. These events prompted a reorganization 
of the entire enterprise. Eventually Barndollar, Bartles, and Gibson was 
dissolved and became Barndollar, Bartles, and Neilson, taking on another 
relative by marriage, F. A. Neilson of Claremore, Cherokee Nation. Gibson 
was ejected from the Osage Nation and took over operation of Neilson’s at 
Claremore.

Meanwhile, Fred wasted little time in finding new employment. In the sum- 
mer of 1895, Fred, Addie, and family visited in Coffeyville. Fred was still 
employed by Barndollar, Bartles, and Gibson at that time. The purpose of 
the visit may have been severalfold but Fred appears to have at least been 
discussing business with his brother-in-law, Ira John Sturtevant, who was 
soon to become manager of the Coffeyville Furniture Company, partially 
owned by Addie’s mother Blanche and James Judson Barndollar. It is pos- 
sible that Fred was considering employment at the furniture company in 
Coffeyville. Another purpose of the visit may have been to visit Addie’s 
sick aunt, Amanda Leonhardt Ruhle, Blanche Gentner’s half-sister, who 
died in the fall of 1895. 


By August of the following year, Fred became an employee of Bird & Co. 
in Pawhuska. Robert Emmett Bird, originally from Missouri, had come to 
Indian Territory in 1881 as physician at the Kaw Agency, adjacent to the 
Osage Nation. He, along with his younger brother John Lyman Bird, even- 
tually became an influential trader with the Osages. While R. E. Bird had

difficulties in obtaining and retaining tradership licenses in the Osage Na- 
tion, he appears to have not brought on the ire of Osage Agent Freeman as 
had Barndollar, Bartles & Gibson. Therefore, job security probably seemed 
better with Bird & Co., even as H. B. Freeman began to lose power and 
eventually retire as Osage Agent in 1898. 


Again in 1897, however, Fred began to negotiate for a better position. The 
changes in Claremore resulting in Gibson moving there to manage the old 
Neilson establishment prompted Fred to have a look at the potential there. 
In February of 1897, Fred visited in Claremore to survey the possibilities 
there. Again in October of that year, Fred visited in Coffeyville with his 
brother-in-law John Sturtevant who was part of the newly incorporated Cof- 
feyville Furniture Company with an eye to making a move to Addie’s old 
home. Neither of these potential opportunities appear to have panned out 
for Fred but in seeking other employment, he prompted R. E. Bird, in 1898, 
to take him in as a partner rather than as an employee. Another person taken 
in as a partner at the same time was Fred’s long time friend and associate 
Walter Clark Tucker.

Ninian Ferguson Overfield, acquired Bird & Company, merging it with the 
mercantile establishment of Mosier and Overfield. The trio of new owners 
was joined by William Shirley Mathews and Edwin Fontaine Sparrow as 
incorporators. This point in time marked the birth of the Osage Mercantile 
Company even though the same location in Pawhuska had been occupied 
by various trading firms previously. 


The purchase by Mosier, Overfield, and Gibson of R. E. Bird & Company 
in the summer of 1902 allowed Fred Drummond a short reprieve from the 
everyday routine of merchandising, marketing, and sales promotion inher- 
ent in the Indian trade. It was later written in his biographies and obituaries 
that he spent a year on a farm after selling his share of Bird & Company and 
before moving to Hominy. 


That respite for Fred was doubtless spent during the latter part of 1902 and 
early part of 1903. He had earlier obtained land near Ponca City, located 
west of Pawhuska, where he was farming. When the time was convenient,

THE DRUMMOND FAMILY 
IN HOMINY 


It is not certain when Fred and Addie 
began to consider and plan for a move 
away from Pawhuska. Perhaps it had 
been on their minds as early as the 
mid 1890s when there was increasing 
turmoil in the Osage Nation. In any 
case, they were fully committed to 
moving south to the town of Hominy 
by December of 1903 when Fred be- 
came a partner with George Manning 
Tredway, Prentiss Price, and Percy 
Dixon in the purchase of the Price & 
Price stock of merchandise. 


The purchase of Price & Price result- 


ed in the birth and 1904 incorporation of The Hominy Trading Company, an 
establishment that would become iconic and last for most of the twentieth 


century.

Fred wasted little time in establishing himself and his family in the town 
of Hominy. While his family remained in Pawhuska until the end of the 
school term in 1904, Fred stayed mostly in Hominy, busy starting the new 
business, becoming involved in his new community, and arranging for liv- 
ing quarters suitable for a wife and four children. Trips back to Pawhuska 
in those days were for Fred to spend some time with his family as well as to 
tend to business affairs still pending. 


Newspapers in the neighboring town of Cleveland, located across the Ar- 
kansas River from Osage County, typically carried news notes from Hom- 
iny. Fred, as an increasingly prominent Hominy resident, was frequently 
mentioned in the newspaper notes of the day. Some of Fred’s activities in 
Hominy before his final move between there and Pawhuska can be traced 
through these newspapers. It is clear that Fred spent most of his time dur- 
ing the early months of 1904 living by himself 1n Hominy. His children in 
Pawhuska stayed in school there during that time and moved to Hominy at 
the end of the term.

After W. C. Tucker became in- 
volved with incorporating the 
Osage Mercantile Company in 
1902, Fred took over his role as 
Agent for the Coffeyville Steam 
Laundry in Pawhuska. This was

By Au- 
gust of 1904, Fred had sold his 
residence and all other interests in 
Pawhuska to another Osage trad- 
er, Harris Hirsch Brenner.

Work on building a larger, more palatial residence in Hominy was started 
in 1904 and completed in the following year. This was the home occupied 
and retained by the Drummond family from 1905 until the 1978 death of 
Addie’s brother, Will Gentner, who had remained in the house after Addie 
died. That home was donated to the Oklahoma Historical Society in 1980 
and became known as the “Drummond Home.” It’s description has been 
published on many occasions and, in 1981, the Drummond Home became 
listed on the National Register of Historic Places. It 1s now known by its 
new name, “Fred and Addie Drummond Home.” 
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Osage traders gathered in the triangle area of Pawhuska in June of 1896 
waiting for payments due. Fred Drummond is standing just inside the 
small shed, second from the left. Postcard image. 


While supervising construction of his new home a couple of blocks north of 
the main part of the town of Hominy, Fred was operating the Hominy Trad- 
ing Company and collecting money owed the company during the Osage 
payments which continued to be distributed in Pawhuska. He was a consis- 
tent and long-time participant in the payments but was now collecting for 
his new company. 


In addition to constructing his new residence in Hominy, Fred Drummond 
had been planning an expansion of the Hominy Trading Company. Just as 
his home was nearing completion in 1905, a new building for the company 
was started. The stone building, completed in 1906, was two stories and 
became a center of trade in the small town of Hominy. It was conveniently 
located on the southeast corner of Price Avenue and Main Street, two blocks 
south of Fred’s new home on North Price Avenue.

Instruction was 
placed in the hands of Walter Eugene Gill, one of many Hominy residents 
who originated in Hardin County, Tennessee. 


In 1903, Ira Mullins moved to Hominy from Virginia. He had graduated 
from medical school there and practiced medicine for a short time in West 
Virginia. Soon after his arrival in Hominy, he joined with local leaders, 
including Fred Drummond, in establishing the school.

Consequent- 
ly, he organized the first drug 
store in Hominy as a means of 
satisfying that need. Contrib- 
uting to the formation of the 
drug store and in its incorpora- 
tion was Fred Drummond, who 
served as vice president. 


Almost as soon as a new soda 
fountain was received and in- 
stalled in the summer of 1906, 
the drug store was sold to the 
Westbrook brothers. Bert Lynn 
Westbrook was the pharmacist 
and the drug store became an 
iconic fixture in Hominy for 
many years afterward.

Oscar Petty was born in Ham- 
burg, Hardin County, Tennessee, 
on March 6, 1884, and moved to 
Hominy in about 1902 to work 
for Millard Fillmore Fraley, who 
was also from Hamburg. Fraley 
and William Charles Wood, also 
from Hardin County, were initially 
partners in Tennessee and then as 
Osage traders in Hominy. Blanche 
appears to have not told her parents 
that she was marrying Oscar and 
the family was shocked to hear of 
it. In a 1907 letter to her from her 
brother Frederick Gentner Drum- 
mond, she was told that she made 
the family mad when she ran away 
to get married.

made until the Osage Allotment Act of June, 1906. Removal of restric- 
tions meant that it would become easier for white men to acquire land in 
the Osage Nation, since there would be no restrictions on the sale of land 
belonging to individual allottees. However, only surface land could be pur- 
chased, all mineral rights being retained by the Osage Nation as a whole. 


Osage allotment and removal of restrictions afforded Fred the opportunity 
to acquire land and to improve his financial situation. Beginning in early 
1908, Fred was routinely named as administrator of the estates of deceased 
Osage tribe members. His role as administrator not only ensured that the 
Hominy Trading Company would be in receipt of payments due from the 
deceased but also provided the opportunity to obtain additional income and 
property for himself and his family. All of his sons became guardian and/or 
administrator at one time or another for various members of the Osage Na- 


e: 


tion. Guardianship status in the Indian Territory has been extensively cov- 
ered by Angie Debo in her landmark book entitled “And Still The Waters 
Run,” published in 1940 by Princeton University Press. It was her opinion 
then that some Osage guardians were involved in a situation “even more 
scandalous than existed in the Five Tribes area.” 


In May of 1908, Fred traveled to St. Louis with Charles B. Peters repre- 
senting Hominy in an attempt to obtain an MKT railway terminal. Even 
though the railway had been in operation through Hominy as early as 1904, 
a depot was not built until 1910 at West Main Street and Katy Avenue. The 
visit to St. Louis in 1908 had drawn attention of railroad officials to the 
benefits of a station at Hominy. 


As mayor of Hominy, Fred was continuously busy aiding the development 
of the new town. Infrastructure and ordinances as well as public relations 
fell under his purview during his tenure. His success as mayor of Hominy 
culminated with his unsuccessful candidacy for Osage County Commis- 
sioner in 1910. By this time, Fred had followed the prevailing political 
winds and shifted from the Democrat to the Republican party. This change 
coincided with the changes 1n the presidency of the United States of Amer- 
ica from the Democrat Grover Cleveland through to the Republicans Wil- 
liam McKinley, Theodore Roosevelt, and William Howard Taft. Fred was 
on a list of Democrats in the Osage Nation in 1894 when Cleveland was 
president and probably changed parties when the Republican McKinley 
came into office in 1897. 


In 1910, Fred acquired land south of Hominy that was projected to contain 
ten acres for a new cemetery. This may have been subsequently referred to 
as “Drummond Cemetery” but appears separate from the Hominy Cemetery 
(currently A. J. Powell Memorial Cemetery) located north of town. 


In July of 1912, the Hominy Realty Company became a co-partnership with 
the members being Addie Drummond, Percy Dixon, Oscar K. Petty, and 
Alex Duff, who was living in Oban, Argyllshire, Scotland, at the time. In 
essence, this brought several family members into the organization, retain- 
ing one of the original directors, namely Percy Dixon.

From the time that Blanche Drummond married Oscar Petty, the Petty fam- 
ily of Hardin County, Tennessee, became more and more invested in Hom- 
iny. In May of 1913, the Farmers State Bank was purchased by William 
Green Petty and his son Oscar along with two of his sons-in-law, Osbourne 
Lafayette Barlow and William Seldon Crow. Fred Drummond served as 
president of the newly organized bank. In April of 1912, the bank became 
the third bank to open in Hominy. Other Petty family moved to Hominy in 
1919, becoming owners and operators of a local grocery and drug store.

Addie was eventually appointed execu- 
trix of Fred’s estate. In the meantime 
one of her first actions was to file peti- 
tions on September 11, 1913, in Osage 
County district court to confer rights of 
majority upon her two youngest sons. 
Their majority rights were granted in 
November of that year. From this point, 
all of her children, with the exception of 
Lois, made their own personal and busi- 
ness decisions and needed not consult 
Addie about them. Of course, she was 
always available to help and to provide 
advise but their decisions were their 
own. 


Addie’s actions as executrix began 
early with completion of estate admin- 
istration begun by Fred and disposition 
of his holdings. Fred’s life insurance 
policy awarded Addie $10,410, one of 
the largest policies paid in the state of 
Oklahoma in 1914. Accounting for 
inflation, this payment would approxi- 
mate $270,000 in 2021 dollars. 


By October of 1914, Addie had com- 
pleted her work and filed for final set- 
tlement with the Osage County Court in 
Pawhuska.

During the war years, Addie continued to participate locally in a variety of 
organizations, notably the Presbyterian Ladies Aid. Additionally, the war 
required continuing effort and Addie did her part, aiding the Red Cross Lo- 
cal Relief Board in support of the United States military. 


Addie visited with A. A. on several convenient occasions during his war 
service years. She made several trips to Fort Worth in Texas while he was 
stationed at Camp Bowie. In 1917, 1t was reported in the Pawhuska Capital 
that A. A. had married an unnamed daughter of Lee Russell in Fort Worth. 
The marriage would eventually occur in 1920 so it would appear that the 
report of their marriage in 1917 was merely a prelude to the official an- 
nouncement of their marriage, perhaps an engagement of sorts.

COUNTY PASSED AWAY 


This community received a 
shock last Friday morning when 
news was flashed here of the death 
of Fred Drummond, of Hominy, 
which took place at Stillwater 
Friday morning at 10 o’clock. 

Mr. Drummond had been sick 
but a few days at his home in 
Hominy when he ‘was removed to 
Stillwater where the physicians 
there, after an examination, de- 
cided an operation was necessary 
to remove gall stones. Theopera- 
tion was made butthe condition 
of Mr. Drummond’s liver was such 
that the operation could not be 
cémpleted at that-time. Ap-

operation he died. 
His remains were brought to 


Hominy Saturday morning and| 


funeral services were held by 
members frum the Consistory at 
Guthrie at the Presbyterian 
charch Sunday at mid-night. A 
large number of 32nd degree Ma- 
sons from different parts of the 
state attending the services which 
were said to be the most beautiful 
funeral services ever in the coun- 
ty. Monday morning the Biue

Mr. Drummond came to Osage 
county in the early day. About 
twenty-five or thirty years ago 
Since whieh- time ke~has been-a 
licensed trader among the Osage 
Indians until that system was done 
away with. He moved from Paw- 
huska to Hominy and purchased 
the Price Mer. Co. store about ten 
years ago since which time he has 
done a general merchandise busi- 
ness, banking business and was 
beginning to make farming and 
stock raising a specialty. From 
his efforts in a business way Mr. 
Drummond has made a success. 
He has prospered in most things 
that he has undertaken. but the 
greatest thing that he will be re- 


mewbered for is the life that he]. 


has spent. Few men during their 
life time can have the opportuni- 


ty to benefit mankind as did Fred 


Drummond. He was always in 
favor of giving a mao chance and 
mapy aman who has _ boeoefitted 
by some act of Mr. Drummond 
will drop a tear of regret as they 
learn of his untimely death. 

He leaves 3 wife and the follow- 
ing children Mrs, O. K. Petty, Ce- 
cil, Gentner, Alfredand Loris-Hope 
to mourn the loss of a kind and 
loying father whose name will 
bea symbal of fairness to them 
and one that will always be con- 
nected with early day history of 
Pawhuska, Hominy and Osage 
county in general. His part in 
the upbuilding of Osage county 
has been greatly felt and his loss 
at this time will be greatiy deplor- 
ed.

‘Husband of Addie Gentner Died Fol- 
lowing Operation Friday. 

Fred Drummond of Hominy, Okla., 
died Friday in a Siillwater, Okla., 
hospital following an opsration for 
gallstones. He was the husband of 
Addie Gentner, formerly of this city, 
and her brother, Charles A. Gentner, 
and her sister, Mrs.. Frank McNulty, 
went to Hominy Saturday to attend 
the funeral, which was held .Sun- 
day atfernoon, the burial being made 
at ‘Hominy. 

Mr. Drummond was 49 years old 
and had been in the mercantile busi- 
ness at Hominy for fifteen years, go- 
ing there frorn Pawhuska. He leaves 
a wife and four grown children. He 
was quite well known in Coffeyville. 

Another’ brother-in-law of Mr. 
Gentner and Mrs. McNulty, Mr. Ma-j 
her, a banker at Hominy, died sud-! 
denly of heart failure last fall.

sufficient to make Oscar take a 
job in Texas. He was living in 
Bartlesville in early 1917 and 
Blanche filed a divorce suit 
against him later that year. In 
May of 1917, F. G. accompanied 
Blanche to Kansas City where 
she appears to have had an oper- 
ation for appendicitis. The mari- 
tal problems between Blanche 
and Oscar and their eventual 
divorce created substantial ten- 
sion within the family. 


In the summer of 1918, Addie’s 
work in support of the United 
States troops was aided by her 
mother Blanche Gentner and 
sister Allie Maher. The three 
took a vacation cabin in Colora- 
do and spent much of their time 
there knitting a variety of items 
for the soldiers as well as visit- 
ing and reminiscing. It seemed 
a good time for Addie to relax 
away from home. 


After the war both F. G. and A. 
A. came back to live in Hominy 
and settled into a routine that 
would result in successful busi- 
ness lives. Of course they had 
been involved in the operation 
of the Hominy Trading Compa- 
ny for several years prior to that 
but the end of their education 
and the war enabled them to fo-

Adeline Drummond, wife of 
Fred Drummond, deceased and 
sons, Gintner and Alfred, came up 
from Hominy and upon applica- 
tion majority rights were conferr- 
edup the two sons.

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cus their efforts. Their brother, 
R. C., had not gone to war and 
had remained at home, helping 
develop the mercantile business 
as well as building the ranch east 
of Hominy. A. A. brought back 
artifacts of the war from Europe 
for display in a window front at 
the store and helped promote 
business. 


The 1910s had been turbulent 
years worldwide, but especially 
so for the Drummond family of 
Hominy, Oklahoma. Three 1m- 
mediate family members died 
in those years. Conrad Hubert 
Drummond was the first. Less 
than a year old, Conrad died in 
1910. Fred himself succumbed 
in 1913 and Lois Hope Drum- 
mond in 1917. 


By the start of 1920, it appeared 
that some degree of normalcy 
was beginning to return in Eu- 
rope and it is likely that Addie 
felt it adequately safe to take her 
own European tour that year. 


A. A. likely gave Addie advice 
on places to visit, but her prima- 
ry mission was to visit Drum- 
mond relatives in Scotland in 
the wake of Fred’s death just 
before the war. Even though 
many events were still ongoing

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In 1928 the Hominy Trading Company announced the opening on January 
1, 1929, of the Pioneer Store, a company resulting from a merger of the 
Hominy Trading Company and the firm of Mathews, Wilson & Co. The 
Pioneer Store became a dominant merchandising operation in Hominy as 
well as in the state of Oklahoma.
